In the latter case, Stroup pointed 
out, the danger of freeze depended 
on whether the grain was jointing. 
Alfalfa is reported to have been 
flattened on many farm s but it will 
take a few 
days to determine 
whether the crown was killed. II 
it was not killed the alfalfa will 
come back but if it was killed it 
would be necessary to replant. 
Lespedeza and red clover were 
probably killed off, he said. 
In 
gardens 
where 
vegetables 
were up it is probable most of 
them were killed and there is also 
the possibility that many young 
fruit trees, less than four years 
old, were killed by freeze in the 
bark. It will require a few days 
to know definitely. 
Re-Planting Necessary 
There is going to be a lot of re­ 
planting necessary, 
Stroup 
said, 
and that will probably moan an ac­ 
celerated demand for seed and the 
county agent’s office is advising 
those planning to get seed to do 
so immediately.

II 
it was not killed the alfalfa w ill 
come back but if it was killed it 
would be necessary to replant. 
Lespedeza and red clover were 
probably killed off, he said. 
In

where 
vegetables 
were up it is probable most of 
them were killed and there is also 
the possibility that many young 
fruit trees, less than four years 
old, were killed by freeze in the 
bark.
